2, General Badescu accused the Rational Peasant Party of distorting a refugee-aid 
plan prepared by oertain officers and requested Colonel Ivanovici to make this fact 
known to Rtf*"**" officers, informing them that a "serious situation could develop 
in the near future." Colonel IvanoYlcl thereupon informed Rumanian officers that a 
breeV-up or the HatioiAl Committee could occur and the place of each officer waa with 
General Badescu. Ivanovici likewise stated that King Mihai, who is under the nefarious 
two persons, would suffer the oonsequenoes.
